Luckless ‘9’ Finds 


CAPE KENNEDY; Fla. (AP) — The 
hard luck Gemini 9 astronauts rocketed 
into orbit today, caught up with a target 
_satellite after a 75,000-mile chase in space 
and accomplished history’s quickest ren- 
dezvous ‘of high-flying space vehicles. 


. Their target, a tiny, barrel-shaped craft 
launched-Wednesday from Cape Kennedy, still was 
locked as feared in a protective shroud which should 
have dropped away when it separated from its 
Atlas booster rocket. * 

This meatit that Gemini might not be able to 
hook up with the satellite, because the fibreglass 
shroud covers part of its docking collar.

_ Stafford drove Gemini’ 9 to within 10 feet 
of the target, but did not want to approach closer 
because of the potential danger that the shroud 
might suddenly fly loose. 

The shroud, he said, “‘lodks like it’s held on by some in- 
conceivable force.” It appeared, he added, that explosive 
belts which were to have blown the shroud: loose from the 
spacecraft had exploded.

The big highlight was to come Saturday, when Cernan 
climbs out of the Gemini cabin and drifts for 2‘ hours as a 
puman Satellite—the longest of nran’s “‘space walks.’’

Whole-Thing Might Fall Apart 


“Possibly if we go in and tap it, the whole thing may fall 
apart;”’ Stafford said. 

Command pilot Stafford, skilfully guiding the little space- 
eraft through a series of intricate manoeuvres, gained swiftly 
on the target after the Gemini launch in the morning. ' 

In 2% hours, he had closed the gap to 30 miles from 640 
and bad adjusted his once-elliptical orbit into a nearly-perfect 
circle cose to the path followed by the satellite. 

After executing four major orbital changes with bursts of 
of his jet thrusters, Stafford in the first 2'2 hours of the flight 

. elosed the distance to the target from 640 to about 125 miles. 

He also had shifted the Gemini 2 path into almost. a per- 
fect circle 170 miles from the earth.

Economist Storm) Centre 
Of Brazil's Revolution 


RIO DO JANEIRO — The 
most curious thing about 
Brazil's military regime is 
that its most important figure 
is a man who wears no 
uniform, commands no mili- 
tary or political following and 
exercises no direct power 
over the levers of govern- 
ment, . 

He is Roberto Do de 
Campos, an economist and 
professional diplomat who 
now serves the government of 
President Humberto Castelo 
Branco as minister of plan- 
ning. He is also the architect, 
symbol and storm center of 
the Brazilian revolution. 

To his admirers he is the 
man best equipped to give 
Brazil the financial foundation 
on which its future stability 


and progress depend. To his” 


numerous critics, he is the 
man responsible: for their 
privations. 


Now, after two years as the 
man who had Castelo Bran- 
co’s_éar, it is an open secret 
that . Roberto Campos * will 
soon leave the government. 
And the principal. decision 
confronting ‘those who will 
become the revolution’s new 
Jeaders is whether to continue 
following .Roberto Campos’s 
| unpopular ideas or whether to 
give ‘the people and the 
economy a breathing spell. 

The roots of this dilemma 
go back to the late 1950s when 
then president Juscelino Ku- 
bitschek committed Brazil to 
a program of financing indus- 
trial development in- 
flationary means. 


Near Bankruptcy 


By 1964, Brazil stood on the 
verge of international bank- 
Tuptey and was caught in a 
desperate inflationary cycle. 

At this point the Brazilian 
army, alarmed, at the left- 
ward drift of the government, 
stepped in and decreed the 
tevolution that was supposed 
“to transform the political. 
economic and moral fiber of

- Its main aims were to curb 
runaway inflation and

Quite a few people with 
nodules under the skin of their 


legs write me to ask what the the soil of some of the central | 


cause is, and c 
what can be 
done. Often. 
they say that 
their doctor : 
calls the con- 
dition ery- 
thema nodo- 
sum: ery- 
thema means 
redness, and 
nodosum 
méans nodu- 
lar, or lumpy. Often there are 
crops of 10 or more of the 
nodules, perhaps from half an 
inch to three inches in dia- 
meter, which are rounded, 
tender and red. Occasionally, 
when the doctor is in doubt as 
to the nature of the disease, 
he will cut out one of the 
nodules. A pathologist will 
section it, stain it, and 
examine the tissue under a 
microscope. This is called a 
biopsy. This gives a good idea 


as -to the nature of _ the 
trouble.

upon somébody’s. toes, 

When this happens, the of- 
fended reader usually Jets me 
know. He calls and identiftes 
himself, or writes and signs, 
Since mine is a lonely sort of 
job with few guide-posts, I 
welcome those contacts. and 
. frequently benefit from them. 

The poison pen, however, Is 
not given to national discus- 
‘sion, ‘and prefers his argu- 
ments to be strictly one-sided. 
He is also terrified at the pros- 

« pect of discovery, and the 
means he uses to avoid drop- 
ping clues are many and 
devious. 

’ If he telephones, he will often 
‘attempt to change his voice. 
Frequently he prints his let- 
ters; once he took the elabor- 
ate and ridiculous precaution 
of clipping and pasting words 
from a magazine, - 

One of my pet serpents—so 
constant that I would miss him 
if he turned his venom else- 
where '— alternates between 
fine, tight handwriting and a 
large, unformed scrawl.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) — The 
hard luck Gemini 9 astronauts rocketed 
into orbit today, caught up with a target 
satellite after a 75,000-mile chase in space 
and accomplished history’s quickest ren- 
dezvous of high-flying space vehicles. 


Their target, a tiny, barrel-shaped craft 
launched Wednesday from Cape Kennedy, still was 
locked as feared in a protective shroud which should 
have dropped away when it separated from its 
Atlas booster_rocket. 


"This meant that Gemini might not be able to. 
hook up with the satellite, because the fibreglass 
shroud covers part of its docking collar. 

“We have a weird-looking machine,” com- 
mand pilot Thomas P. Stafford, veteran of six post- 
poned flights, reported to a ground station in 
Hawali as Gemini flew in close formation with the 
satellite. : 

Stafford drove Gemini 9 to within 10 feet 
of the target, but did not want to approach closer 
because of the potential danger that the shroud 
might suddenly fly loose. 

The shroud, he said; “looks like it's held on by some in- 
conceivable force.”’ It appeared, he added, that explosive 


spacecraft had exploded.

As Mission Control pondered a way to jar the shroud 
loose, Stafford suggested that he manoeuvre Gemini close 
and try to ram it off with a docking bar on the Gemiai fose. 

‘t's hard to see what's holding it together,’’ Stafford re- 
ported later. “The only thing holding it together are those 
small wires that go to the explosive. bolts.,

“Possibly if we go in and tap‘it, the whole thing may Tall 
apart,” Stafford said. 

Command pilot Stafford, skilfully guiding the little space- 
craft through a series of intricate manoeuvres, gained swiftly 
on the target after the Gemini Jaunch in the morning. 

In 2% hours, he had closed the gap to 30 miles from 640 
and had adjusted his oncé-elliptical orbit into a nearly-perfect, 
circle cose .to the path followed by the satellite. 

After executing four major orbital changes with bursts of 
of his jet thrusters, Stafford in the first 242 hours of the flight 
closed the distan¢e to the target from 640\to about 125 miles. 

He also had shifted the Gemini 2 path into almost a per- 
fect circle 170 miles from the earth. At lunch, the ship had 
gone into’ an orbit ranging from 99 to 172 miles. 

“For the third time, go!’’ Stafford said as he sat in the 
spacecraft: poised for the launch.
